NEGLIGENCE WAS 
CAUSE OF DEATH 


Nurse at 
State 
Infirmary 


Gave Woman Formalde- 


hyde Instead of Salts 


Report Holds Nurse Respon- 


sible, But Not Subject to 


Charge of Manslaughter 


'That the negligence of Kathleen M. 


Cassidy, formerly a nurse at the state 
infirmary, caused the death of Ellen 
Stevens Greenhalse, 73, an Inmate of 
the institution, is the finding- made by 
Judge Pickman in the inquest report 
made public today. The report states, 
however, that the negligence was no 
so gross, wanton and inexcusable as 
to subject Miss Cassidy to liability 
for manslaughter. 
He finds that the 


death of the. woman "was caused by 
being given a. dose of formaldehyde 
by mistake on Feb. 13, 1919. 


The report on the death, submitted 


by Medical Examiner Buckley of Ayer 
reads as follows 
'-An old lady con- 


fined in the Tewksbury state hospital 
with arteria sclerosis had been failing 
for some time «.nd was. unable to do 
much work. 
In charge of the ward 


at night -was Kathleen Cassidy who 
had been an attendant at the hos- 
pital since Sept. 191S. 
On the order 


sheet for Greenhalge and one other 
patient was an entry calling for two 
ounces epsom salts in the morning. 
In some way Cassidy gave each pa- 
tient a dose of strong formaldehyde 
solution by mistake. Grecnhalgo died. 
The other patient recovered. 
A bot- 


tle of salts was 
well and 
correctly 


labelled. 
Label 
on 
formaldehyde 


scratched off. 
Cassidy said she did 


not notice the odor of formaldehyde 
when she measured the dose and did 
not deteot tue mistake until one of 
the patients called her attention 'to-'It:: 


The finding of Judge Pickman on the 


inquest hearing reads as follows:— 


"I find that on Thursday, the 13th 


day of February last, that said Ellen 
S. Greenlarge was sick in a ward in 
the women's department in said state 
infirmary; that said Kathleen was a 
night nurse in said department; that 
on said date she received a prescription 
slip directing that a solution of salts 
be given to said G-reenlarge; that by 
mistake she gave a dose of formal- 
dehyde instead of a solution of .salts 
to said Greenlarge as ordered, whereby 
she was made sick and died from the 
effects thereof, as aforesaid. 


"I find that tho ' death of said Ellen 


S. Greenlarge, as aforesaid, was caused 
by the negligence of said Kathleen M. 
Cassidy, as aforesaid, but I am not 
convinced that the negligence of said 
Kathleen M. Cassidy was so gross and 
inexcusable as to make her criminally 
liable therefor, as aforestated.

"By tbe action now taken, however, 


the. wire companies resume actual con-

fers, arc put up in all the mills of tho 
city, the suburbs and even in Law- 
rence. 
These posters are in English. 


Possibly we should print some of them 
in foreign tongues, so all could read. 
It Is a debatable question. 


"One of the most effective ways of 


advertising our school we have found 
is the -good things said about It by 
those who attend, the students telling 
their friends of 'what Is accomplished 
here. It is' a fine method. 
Contrary 


to what ypu might think, we see no 
selfishness on the part of our evening 
school graduates towards their believ- 
ing that if they encourage men to come 
here It may Increase the competition 
that is liable to hurt them in trying 
to get better jot^s. 


'It is possible that .we ought to 


cr.mplio a booklet that will tell .the 
story of the success made by men who 
ivere runbitious enough to attend our 
evening school. Reading of that kind 
is sometimes very entertaining and ac- 
complishes a good deal of benefit. We 
have had in mind asking evening school 
graduates who were willing-to help us 
In our work and, help the .Massachu- 
setts textile industry in general, to 
give us the story of their experience 
after they 'graduated from our evening 
textile school. 
It is possible that in 


time such a thing may be worked out, 
for the faculty of this school is fully 


ve to the fact that our scope of ef- 


fort ant? good we can do, may be in- 
creased by legitimate publicity/' 


Tip for Parents

This being 
true the railroad should bo compelled 
to carry out the Kittredgc track proj- 
ect. The road has contended that the 
Kittredgc track is a privatr line.

amendment will now go to the state 
legislatures and if. three-fourths of 
these, or 36 in all, ratify it, then 
woman suffrage will become a part 
of the organic law of the nation.

Mr. Burle- 
son said, "and the/ senate committee 
having taken action looking to their 
immediate return, the ..house commit- 
tee in its hearings on tho propos 
legislation having indicated 
concur- 


rence in the suggested Immediate re- 
turn with or without legislation 
recommended, I feel It my duty to now 
return the actual control of operations 
to the companies. 


"Some days ago I directed the nec- 


essary orders to bo prepared to ac- 
complish this and have today issued 
same. These orders do not affect ques- 
tions of rates and finance with which 
tho congress 'may determine to deal 
The rates now in force and the finan- 
cial relations between the government 
and the companies, and the order 
•Oct. 2. 1918. prohibiting discrimination 
because of union affiliations, will con- 
tinue unless the congress in its wis- 
dom may decide to change them, or 
tho 'emergency* is terminated by the 
proclamation of peace. 


"By the action now taken, however 


the wire companies resume actual con- 
trol" of operations of their respective 
properties, and are free- to formulate 
and put Into effect their otvn policies 
unrestricted by 
government control 


which is to continue in any case but 
a few weeks,'and thus will be able 
to prepare themselves for a complete 
resumption of the management of their 
properties. 
It will bo necessary for 


each company so to keep its accounts 
during the1 continuance of government 
control that its books may be closed 
on the' day government control ends

"We can certainly help the common 


mill operative it he is willing to help 
himself," declared Principal Eames of 
the Lowell Textile school in reply to a 
question from a -Sun representative. 


"It seems to me that our evening 


school with its 20. week term is the 
special facility of which .the employed 
mill* worker should avail himself. If a 
man comes to us to enter this school, 
we make 'only one stipulation—that he 
shall he able to read, write and under- 
stand the Knglish language. We do not 
feel that it is an unreasonable- stipula- 
tion. 
If it appears that the applicant 


lacks this rudimentary surely no one 
is to blame but. himself. 
Lowell has

There is absolutely 
no reason in the world why the am- 
bitious mill operative who will stick 
to the job of .learning what we can 
teach here, should not attain the jobs 
of section hand, second hand, overseer 
and even higher positions." 


President Eames was asked how the 


evening textile school was advertised 
and the story of what it could do, pro- 
claimed. He answered: 


"Every fall, shortly before time for 


our evening school to open, posters 
tolling of what the evening school of-, 
fers, are put up in all the mills of tho 
city, the suburbs and even in Law- 
rence. 
These posters are in Knglish. 


Possibly .we should.print some of them 
in foreign tongues so all could rea'd. 
It is a debatable question. 


"One' of the most effective ways of 


advertising1 our school we have found 
is the good things said about it by 
those who-attend, the. students telling 
their friends of what is accomplished 
here. 
Tt is a fine method. 
Contrary 


to what you might think, we see no 
selfishness on the part of our evening 
school graduates towards their believ- 
ing that if they encourage men to come 
here it may increase the competition 
that is liable to hurt them in trying 
to'get better, jobs; 


"It is possible that we ought to 


compile a booklet that will tell tha 
story of the success made by men who 
were p.mbltious enough to attend our 
evening school. Heading of that :klnd 
is sometimes very entertaining and ac- 
complishes a good deal of benefit.. We 
have.had in mind asking evening school 
graduates who were willing to help us 
in our -work and help the '^Massachu- 
setts textile industry in general, to 
give us the story of their experience 
after they graduated from our evening 
textile school. 
It is possible that in 


time such a thing may be worked out, 
for the faculty-of this school is fully 
alive to thfi fact that our scope of ef- 
fort and 'good we can do, niay be i.n- 
croased by 'legitimate publicity.'' 


Tip for Pnrrnts 


Although slightly outside the provr 


ince of the evening textile, s.obo.ol, subr 
ject, it Is at the definite request of 
President .Eames tftat 
this, valuable 


suggestion coming from the head of 
this -school to parents, is here given. 
President Eames says: • "It is a. sad 
mistake for a high school boy and his 
parents lo give no thought .to what, the 
occupation of the boy is to be until 
just abo.ut six or eight months before 
time for him to graduate' from high 
school. 


"T conceive the great thing in* con- 


nection with .the high school boy, as 
early in his sophotr.oro year, in fact, is 
for him to open his eyes as to his nat- 
ural ability and what -his ,inclination 
is. I know that parents have said .to 
me. 'Well, Mr. Eames, if rriy son is not 
going to manufacture cloth but hbpes 
to be a. selling agent for it, it isn't 
necessary for him to come to your 
school, is it?' 
To this .1. invariably 


have to reply that it has been my ex- 
perience and observation that the more 
a man knows about the thing- he Is 
to sell, the better seller he is. 
We 


can teach the prospective cloth seller 
things about cloth at this school that 
will help him make sales afterward. 


"Consequently we say here that it is 


up to the high school boy to have ar- 
rived at a. "decision before he gradu- 
ates, as to what line of work he would 
like 'to take up. 


TTie Buy School 
. "You ask me; if boys intending to 
come here from the high school require 
any special training for admission. We 
do net-believe-that-necessary. • All we 
insist on is a high school education 
in order to enter the freshman class 
of the day school. 
But if the boy, 


apart from other subjects, offers us 
one modern language, 
the 
principal 


courses, in high school mathematics and 
has. availed himself of all that the 
school-teaches in science, we think he 
b'rings a'gobd 'foundation upon which 
we can start. 


"Apart from enthusiastic and earnest 


effort on the part of thfi student after 
he is admitted here, only two things 
remain, as we see it. One is, that we 
find he has an aptitude for mechanics 
•a-nd ' thfe* btfsinfesV of textiles. 
The 


other is. that we find and are con- 
vinced, that he can mix with the peo- 
ple he is to supervise in the depart- 
ment of a mill and get good results 
from them—that, in other words, it is 
in him to plan work, to get along- with 
his workers and make men and ma- 
chinery turn out as near a maximum 
production as highly trained super- 
vision can procure."

Rhubarb, Ions, pink, green, juicy, 


.ender. delicious rhubarb. ihat delecta- 
ble cross between a fruit and a ve^e- 
.able,' is in its prime for the table 
ind as the first candidate for the can. 


To make a fresh rhubarb ,siew for 


the table, for pies, or to put up in jars 
try washing and cutting up the stalk? 
in the usual way, then put in an enam- 
eled pan and cover with boiling water 
containing- 1-3 teaspoonful of baking* 
soda. Let it stand over very low heat 
for twenty minutes, pour off the water 
and pack In jars, or use at unce as a 
sauce or pie-fill ing. Cooked this way 
rhubarb loses any "strong" ilavor. and 
renuires less sugar when served. 
-Here arc recipes for preserving rhu- 
barb in various ways: 
.. RHUBARB RELISH- -This,relish is a 
thick, marmalade like consistency de- 
licious as a spread for sandwiches, or 
to serve with hoi or. cold roast meats. 
To make, wash and cut up 3 pounds of 
fresh rhubarb, cover with o pounds of 
su^ar and add *£ cupful of water and 
the chopped rind of 2 orange's. 
Bring 


to a boil, then reduce the brat and 
cook very slowly for nn hour and a 
half. Remove from 
the stove. Stir, 


and pour in tho" strained juice of 1 
orange and 1 cupful of coarsely chop- 
ped nut meats. Stir and put immedi- 
ately !to jelly glasses.
